1. General Narrative: The main 100th Group formation took off at 
0607 0712 ours. This delay in take off was caused by fog blowing across 
the runway, obscuring two bomb craters after fifteen aircraft had taken off. 
The remaining aircraft took off &S soon as it was possible to see the craters. 


By 0750 hours the Group formation had assembled over Albeburgh at 18,000 
feet. \ : 


We approached Lowestoft from east-southeast at 1812. hours instead of 
6809 hours as brief ed. The 95th ™a" Group, flying as,high group in the 13th 
Combat Wing, was approaching Lowestoft on our right and\should have been on 
our left. The 95th "B'" Group was to our rear when we approached Lowestoft 
and was to fly as low group of the 15th Combat Wing. We proceeded to Splasher 
#6 at briefed altitide of 20,000 feet, cutting Splasher #6 short in order to 
make Clacton, point of departure from the English coast, on time. Our brief- 
ed time at Splasher #6 was 0820 and we turned to Clacton at 0817 hours. ‘The 
45th Combat Wing was approaching Splasher #6 from the North, as briefed, and 
we made our turn so as to approach Clacton abreast and to the left of the 45th 
Combat Wing. We departed Clacton at 0827 hours, instead of 0830 hours, as 
briefed. The 45th Combet Wing was to our right and the "essed"to the right 
before reaching Clacton to lose time. We had to "ess to the left in the 
Same manner, due to the fact that the turn on departing the @nglish coast was 
slightly shead of the 45th after leaving Clacton. The 45th was to lead the 
$rd Division, so in order to get them in tho lead, we eltered our course 30 
degresss to the left of briefed course, but due to a misunderstanding vetween 
theCommand Pilot and the tail gunner, it was thought that the 45th was following 
us instead of taking the lead, so we held the off course heading, later realiz- 
ing that the formation following us was merely a stray group and not the 45th. 
We had lost sight of the 45th Combat Wing in the haze and cirrus that limited 
visibility to a mile. We then turned at 0340 hours, position51°50'y, 02°10'R, 
toward our point of crossing the ememy coast, making landfall at 51907'N, 
02°40" E at 0853 hours: instead of 0846 hours as briefed. At 0356 we received 
an order, to abandon operations, position 5I°00'N, 02°33'R, and turned slowly 
to the loft, instead of to the right, to avoid flak at Dunkirk. At O900 hours 
we were still in a slow turn to the left as we passed over 50°52'N, 02°50'R. 
We continued our turn, making landfall at 51°10'N, 02746'°B at 0909 hours, 
Altitude 19,000 feet instead of 23,000 feet as briefed, due to high cirrus. 
We jettisoned our bombs in the channel at 0917 hours, position 51° 32'N, 027335tR, 
We broke wing formation at 0930 §urxzx hours position 51°56'N, 02°30'k, and 
continued to the English coast, making our crossing at Lowestoft at 0948 hours, 
and landing the formation at Thorpe Abbotts at 1000 hours. 


2. Aircraft not Attacking: Iwenty-two aircraft including two P.F.F. air- 
craft and two spares departed this base, Spare aircraft #42-97621 and 42-39867 
turned back before becoming dispatched. thus, Twenty aircraft were dispatched, 
All these aircraft turned back when the mission was recalled.

1. General Narrative: Twenty-four aircraft including three spares departed 
this base in formation at 0700-0742 hours. By 0800 the group had formed over base 
at 6,500 feet. The 100th Bombardment Group flew as the 3rd group in trail at a two 
minute interval and landed by squadron. 

We omitted our first control point (Splasher #8) and cut on course north of 
Southampton (5101N, 01248) at 0908 hours. We were early so at the last control 
point (Splasher #13), the group proceeded to fly a 360 degree turn to allow the 
390th and 95th groups to go in first. We departed the Imglish coast at Portland

Ground training was somewhat increased during the month of April even 
with the practically solid schedule of missions. Several new courses were rol 
noted, one of which was a gas defence lecture given by Lt. Hollingsworth, Gas 
Defense Officer.

medical Gare; and to condemn all unsalvageable contaminated food and water 
supplics, 


_ Be Immediately the air attack alarm or gas’alarm is given, the Station 
fedical Defense Plan will be placed in operation, and all designated personnel 
will report to duty stations.

3. Each first aid post will be in a building, protected from direct spray © 
er ebservation from the air, and will be equipped with at least four (4) litters, 
twelve (12) blankets, a box of first aid supplics, a gas casualty chest, and 
bottles of boric acid eye=irrigating solution. These first aid posts will be 
clearly, marked. Extra boxes of supplies will be prepared and held’in reserve at 
the Station Sick Quarters to send to the first aid posts as needed. : 


he Only wounded, wounded-contaminated, and those in need of medical aid 
from the effects of gas will be handled by the Medical Department (all others 
will be decontaminated by their own efforts and at the non-medical decontam— 
inetion sites), A medical non-commissioned officer, and one medical enlisted 
maz1, will be sent to the Chemical Warfare Service decontamination center to 
assist with such first aid as is necessary at that point. Each first aid post 
will be manned*by a medical non-commissioned officer, two (2) medical enlisted 
men, and two (2) non-medical men trained in first aid. 


MES men will bring casualties to the first aid post under the supervision of 
the medical non-commissioned officer who will direct first aid work, classifi- 
cation of patients into walking and litter cases, and into contaminated and 


non-contaminated wounded cases, Removal of contaminated clothing and decon— 
tamination at the very earliest op ity \Welessential. Whenever possible, 
this will be done at the first aid\poset™ y wounded or gassed cases will 
be encouraged to carry out their dwn personal decontamination, Segregation of 
the remaining contaminated wounded and non-contaminated wounded with appropri- 
ate loading into separate vehicles to avoid cross-contamination will then be 
accomplished, Casualty bearing trucks will evacuate ‘patients from first aid 
posts to the station sick quarters by the regular shuttle system, A minimum 

of two (2) trucks assigned to each collecting point will be requested of the 
commanding officer by the surgeone Ambulances will be resérved for later ev- 
acuation of cleansed cases from sick quarters to hospitals.

Procedure for treatment: 


(1) Reception Room: Loaded trucks are unloaded at the cleans~ 
ing annex reception room by medical personnel of the recept-- 


jon room, 


ro: in the reception room will @... removal of all 
clothing and shaving all contaminated hair with clippers or 
shears, Male and female contaminated injured will have to 
be treated in the same room in most instances, Contaminated 
clothing will be placed in bins, sacks or boxes provided by 
the Chemical Warfare Service, outside the entrance. Before 
decontamination treatment is started, each case will be 
briefly evaluated by the medical officer in charges In 
treating contaminated cases, emphasis should still be placed 
on the early treatment of hemorrhage and shock. Contamin- 
ated eyes should receive treatment inmediately, Copious 
irrigation with water or boric acid solutions, in case of 
lewisite either M-l Eye Solution, M-1 Eye Ointmert, or Bal 
Eye Ointment. For mustard on the skin the use of Dichlor- 
amine=T 16 2/3% in triacetin, for the removal of liquid is 
advocated, Protective ointment is also available. The use. 
of bleach paste is the least desirable method, None of 
these preparations will be used after an erythema has devel- 
oped. lewisite on the skin is effectively removed with 8% 
hydrogen peroxide, Protective ointment may also be used be~ 
fore erythema has developed. Litters will be cleansed by 
receiving room personnel, using bleach solution in tubs, or 
- vats, applied with brushes or brooms, after which cleansed 
litters will be returned to each truck going back to the 
collecting point. 


Cleansing Room: The unclothed patients who have received 
decontamination treatment will be transferred to the cleans- 
ing room where they will be washed with soap and warm water, 
The transfer of these patients from the contaminated room _ 
to the cleansing room whould be protected from contamination 
by impregnated material, or by clean shelter halves, 


Treatment Room: Cleansed, and dressed or covered patients 
will receive more definite surgical care in this room, Such 
emergency measures as are necessary will be performed, and 
shock temas will perform their duties where necessary as the 
surgical teams are operating. Amyl salicylate compresses 

sed after thorough decontamination have been shown to re- 
duce the healing time 50% inburns due to mustard and lewisite, 
The application should be made directly over the intact 
blisters, Litter men will carry out each patient, as this 
phase of treatment is completed, to waiting ambulances, or 
tossick wards or the main surgery for further care by the 
personnel listed in paragraph 3b (4) above, to await dis- 
position, Ambulances, with an assistant driver, will ev- 
acuave such patients as is necessary to the hospitals 
listed below:

Miscellaneous: An extra supply of water will be stored in 
five (5) galion containers at the sick quarters to insure a 
drinking water supply free of contamination, A small kitchen 
detail will be designated to provide hot drinks to cleansed 
injured to enhance the shock treatment. Adequate blackout 
measures will be taken for all entrances and openings in the 
sick quarters and the cleansing annex, and all blackout rules 
will be observed, 


III Inspection of Food and Water: Food and water known or suspected to be ¢on- 
taminated Will not be used until inspected and approved by a medical officer. 

The Chemical Warfare Service is responsible for the actual decontamination. All 
water contaminated by mistard, lewisite, or white phosphorous cannot be purified 
and should be discarded, ‘All food in tins, undamaged sealed glassware, or other 
durable sealed contdiners, can be decontaminated by the Chemical Warfare Services 
Speeial provisions will be made to protect such items of food and water from con- 
tamination by placing them under shelter or by covering them with gasproof cover-. 
ings. All food sent to troops will be in closed containers wntil issued, Canned 
foods in sealed chests are satisfactorily protected against gases by their cover- 
ing containers, but if the containers are contaminated by gas they are to be de- 
contaminated by smearing the surface of these containers liberally with bleach 
paste and left for as long as possible, (at least one (1) hour) before rinsing 
with water and wiping dry. Other foods not sealed in containers, known to have 
been splashed with gas, will be discardedy If such foods have been exposed only 
to vapor of the gas they will thoroughly aired and weathered for six (6) to 

eight (8) hours, and if approved, after inspection by a medical officer, may be 
considered £it for use, Airing end weathering in wet weather will be enhanced 

by heat from stoves, bon-fires, etc, Whenever any reasonable doubt exists as to 
the edibility of the food it will not be consumede The medical officer in charge 
will make recommendations concerning food and water to the commanding Offieer.

Luck of the Squadro ad again this month, though we 

ava not lose nearly so heavily as in March. Our April debit score 

was four aircraft, forty men; and one of the planes, with its entire 
crew of ten, went to utter destruction in a practice mission accident, 
which, as always, moved us far more deeply than a battle loss. 

Two of our ships which were missing in action fell victims 
to flak, the intensity and accuracy of which reached grim heights 
in this stage of our air assault on German Europe. Due to the usual- 
ly splendid work of our fighter escort, planes of the Squadron had 
but Yew brushes with enemy aircraft during this month, but one of 
these engagements sufficed to knock down enother of our Fortresses. 

The month was marked, too, by considerable futistration of 
the Squadron's--and, of course, the Group's--efforts. Weather, the 
only handicap our bombers had not overcome or discounted by this time, 
was exceptionally bad, even for ingland, a greater part of the month, 
We wondered, those of us familier with the lines, why anybody ever 
wrote: 

"Oh, to be in England, now that “prilts here | " 

Weather kept our ships grounded about half the month, and on 
four other days, the planes went out, somtimes deep into enemy kekkx 
territory, only to be recalled or to turn back without bombing. How-= 
ever, our planes did get in twelve completed missions, including 
two in the same day, and one to Berlin, 

On the ground, our meintenance crews labored harder and longer 
than ever before, setting a pace they were to maintain, and sometimes 


exeed, in the months to follow. B: to the planes, chiefly 
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flak, was extensive after almost every mission. We had thought 


the limit of endurance had $een approached back in the late Summer 
drives of 19435, and again in the great “arch, 1944, offensive, but 
in this raw and gloomy English April, the mechanics, the armorers 
the communications men, the bombsight maintenence 
rest who kept ‘em flying Showed themselves capable of apparently un- 
limited stamina.

April ll: This dayx our boys made 2 good one, though a 
tough one, to Rostock; they bombed the middle of the city, on Path- 
finder, but had to battle their way through heavy attacks by Jerry 
fighters--something seems to have happened to our escort today. 

All eight of the “quadron's plenes came home, with no dead or wounded 
aboard, but they were shot up extensively, both by fighter cannon and 
flak, which was terrific over the target. 

Yestruction or crippling of eight enemy gunners was claimed 
by S49th gunners from today's battles.

April 14: Our “quad party was held tonight, with the 
usual besry cakes, ale and dancing, but pronounced rather more 
satisfactory than some of our previous soirees overseas. 

April 18: After having been kept on the ground for four da 
Dy weather, our planes--six from the 349th--set out for Berlin today, 


but bombed the nearby town of Kathenow, very effectively, when the 


Navi capital was found to be overcast. Our planes beat off one weak

April 19: Target for today was an air base at Lippstadt, 
Germany, which was bombed visually with fine accuracy. Sight of our 
planes went along, and encountered no enemy fighter opposition, and 
only slight flak. 

April 20: The Squadron sent eleven planes on a raid over 
one of the "Secret Military Installations" near Abbeville, ‘rance; 
bombing results were dubious, and our wkaurx ships acquired a good 
deal of flek damge, but all returned. 

April 21: Setting out on a practice mission this morning, our

April 25: <A big German eir bese at Dijon, fer in the French 
interior, was today's objective of a mission in which four ships 
went from the 349th. Bombing was very accurate, flak was meagre, 
and no fighter opposition was met. 

April 26: This was the day of the B-24 crash near our base. 
Capt. Mikkelsen and Sgt. Ireland pleyed leading roles in the rescue 
of three trapped survivors of the wreck, and were recommended for 

Soldier's Medal for their heroism. 

Today's mission was to oft-blasted Brunswick, and resistance 
was remarkably weak for this important target. Six of our planes took 
part in the bombing, which was on Pathfinder, but thought quite effec-
